"Deduction will be allowed only for such portion 


of such dues and other payments as the taxpayer 
can clearly establish is attributable to activities other 
than those so specified." 


In other words, any money spent by an employer 


to plug righr-ro-work laws — or by unions to oppose 
them — is not considered a legitimate expense, de- 
spite the obvious effect of the legislation on the 


taxpayer's interests Advertising 
by public-utility 


companies designed to tell the story of private-enter- 
prise power distribution in contrast to public owner- 
ship is not an admitted business expense, and pre- 
sumably the same ruling applies to the efforts of 
publicly owned establishments to shill for their side 
of the argument —. exafpt that few of them pay 
income tax! As Rep. Hqle Boggs of Louisiana puts 
it, "\A/hat is involved is punitive taxation on certain 
activities which are highly necessary to our sound 
democratic processes," It is clearly time for Con- 
gress to intervene, 


Mr. Boggs has introduced in the House an amend- 


ment to the Internal Revenue code which would 
clarify the right of the citizen to speak in his own 
defense by stating that "expenses incurred in sup- 
porting or opposing gr otherwise influencing legislgr 
tion in the Congress or in a state legislature or other 
legislative body of a county or other local govern- 
mental agencies or in any submission of proposed 
legislation to the voters, shell be allowed as proper 
Deductions from gross income." Rep. Noah Mason 
of Illinois hopes to add to rh§ citizen's privileges by 
introducing a bill permitting the deduction of up to 
$1000 of contributions to political campaigns. 


But the sentiment is not all on the side of freedom. 


The House Ways and Means Committee, which has 
been considering the Boggs pill, glso has custody 
of a bill introduced by Rep. Morgan Moulder of 
Missouri which would deny "any deduction for ad- 
vertising which is not designed to promote the sqle 
fii goods or services." Mr. Moulder apparently vsculd 
•permit the citizen to sell his products, but not to 
attempt to protect himself from confiscgtory legis- 
laticn!
